Reckless Motor Driving 

I - 

With the approach of spring the time draws near when once again the 
roads and highways of the country will be thronged with tens of thousands 
of automobiles and the streets of our larger cities jammed with traffic. Soon 
tourists will again be in our midst, while week-end trips from our centres 
of population to summer resorts and other vacation spots will engage the 
attention of the residents of all urban and many rural sections. 

Is the result to be the hanging up of another new high record number 
of fatalities arising out of automobile accidents ? Is 1931 to provide another 
dark spot on our much vaunted civilization with as much recklessness In j 
automobile driving and resultant deaths as were recorded in 1930 ? Are 
the more and better highways being provided all over the country to have 
the tragic outcome of steadily adding to the death toll because people using 
such better roads exercise less care in operating their cars? 

Recent figures published for the city of Regina show a very large in¬ 
crease in the number of car accidents reported in 1930 as compared with 
previous years, and what is true of Regina is true of practically every ctiy 
In Canada and the United States. 

A United States magazine, in a recent issue, dealt with the rising death 
toll due to reckless automobile driving across the line. While these figures 
apply only to the United States, they disclose a state of affairs which is 
equally applicable to Canada. A few of the facts established may well be 
quoted. 

Motor accidents in the United States, in 1930, killed 32,500 people, and 
injured more than 960,000,—in other words, one million victims. More than 
2,000 little childre* under five years of age were killed, and more than 45,000 
were injured. The magazine notes that the World War did not take a 
greater toll of American lives in battle. 

Remarkable as it may seem, this magazine considers that the most en¬ 
couraging aspect of this appalling loss lies in the fact that recklessness was 
its principal cause, saying: “If carelessness and over-confidence kill and 
injure so many, carefulness and consideration can prevent such losses.” 

Evidence goes to show that the majority of accidents occurred on 
straight and dry roads, in broad daylight, with experienced and mature 
drivers at the wheel. In an overwhelming majority the machine functioned 
properly; the man was at fault. He took unjustifiable chances. 

In a striking analysis of accident reports from forty States, a well 
known insurance company dispels many cherished illusions on this subject. 
Contrary to a common impression, women were proved to be safer drivers 
than men. Young men at their best physical development were the worst

Improper driving and nothing else was responsible for more than two- 
thirds of all the deaths and injuries recorded in 1930. Speeding, driving on 
the wrong side of the road, and failure to grant right-of-way, all evidences of 
Improper driving, accounted for 68 per cent, of the accidents. 

Other violations of the laws as well as of common sense took a heavy 
toll. Failure to signal caused the deaths of 490 people, and accounted for 
the injuries of 48,928. More than 80,000 accidents resulted from motorists 
driving off the roadway. The biggest single cause of accidents, however, 
was the improper attempt to take the right-of-way from some other travel¬ 
ler-selfishness, hoggishness. 

As might be expected, week-end driving is most hazardous. Sunday is 
the worst day by far, and Saturday is next. 

There was a time when defective construction of cars, poor brakes, etc. 
were held responsible for most accidents. Today the fact has been well 
established that as drivers we are not so good as the cars we operate. Men 
have learned to operate ships at sea safely. The records of the railroads 
are marvellous. Where safety is the goal, airplanes have achieved miracles 
in protecting human life. In other words, we can operate high-powered, 
fast moving machines if we put our minds to it. 

What we have to learn is that safety is more important than speed. 
Drivers must be made to realize that they are steering three or four thou¬ 
sand pounds of steel in swift momentum, the possible destructive • power of 
Which is enormous. 

Safety is worth more than anything else. The maiming, and the killing, 
and the destruction of millions of property must be stopped and we, the 
average drivers, can do it. 

When you drive, remember, says this magazine writer, that a lot of 
idiots are on the road, and that you may have to protect yourself against 
both fools and road hogs, and occasional drunks, as well as against absent- 
minded pedestrians and heedless children. iA such fashion you will at least 
have made your contribution to national safety and, incidentally, you will 
get more pleasure and more use out of your motor car.

What a 
delightful season spring really is! Despite business de¬ 
pression, it creates renewed faith and optimism. As na¬ 
ture re*awakens after several months of dormant life, so 
does man’s spirits soar with the increasing warmth of the 
sun. 

Life in the mountains! Some may have the impression 
that it is a life of seclusion, of being shut off from the 
dwellers of the plains and larger centres of population. 
Contacts may be fewer with people of the every-day world, 
but contacts with the glories of nature’s handiwork com¬ 
pensate more than a hundredfold for whatever one may 
miss in not living in a great metropolis, with its artificial 
life, its pomp and vanity, its extremes of riches and of 
poverty. 

For let it be known that nothing in the so-called joys 
and gaieties of the city and its bright lights can compare 
with the joy of seeing the sun rise in the mountains, of the 
ever changing colors of light and shade, and the golden- 
hued sunset, closing a day of Nature’s activities which 
never cease, even after the sun has disappeared, and dark¬ 
ness envelops the mountain fastnesses, while the distinct 
silhouette of the peaks shows against a star-6pangled sky. 
Glorious!---one would indeed be bereft of a sense of appre¬ 
ciation if he could not gleam comfort and solace from life 
in the mountains. 

Nor in these days of the benefits obtained from the in¬ 
ventions of scientific knowledge is a mountain dweller 
isolated from the activities of the distant city. To him 
comes a picture of life, of its current happenings, its music 
and other forms of entertainment which he shares just as 
fully as his metropolitan brethren. From stations linked 
across the continent east and west and north and south, 
from the Pacific to the Atlantic, the mountain dweller may 
enjoy the broadcasts of the day—and he does enjoy them to 
the limit! There is no isolation to-day as pioneers may 
have known it,--the world is one great neighborhood- 
linked by radio across mountain ranges, ice barriers and 
other natural obstacles.

GIVES REPORT ON 

Alberta Beers 

QUALITY IS BETTER THAN PRE-WAR 

Rumors have reached us regarding the Quality of Alberta Beers and in 
order to settle the question, sainples were taken out of Distributors Ltd. 
stock and sent to Dr. James A. Kelso, Provincial Analyst, University of 
Albeita. The following four questions were asked of Dr. Kelso:--- 


Is the Beer sufficiently matured? 

2 . 

How does it compare in quality with the Alberta Beer analysed by 
you in pre-war days. 

3. 

Is the Beer wholesome in every way and free from all foreign sub¬ 
stances? 

4. 

What comments have you to make on the keeping qualities of the 
Beer submitted? 

THESE QUESTIONS WERE ANSWERED BY DR. KELSO 
AS FOLLOWS: 

1 . 

All samples are, in my opinion, sufficiently matured. 

2 . 

In my opinion all of the Beers are of better quality than pre-war 
product, which was often cloudy. Beers tested by rue during past 
year are much more uniform in strength, extract, etc., than those 
before the war. 

3. 

I would consider the Beers wholesome in every way and free frem 
deleterious constituents. 

4. 

Judging from the forcing test all samples of bottle gccds tested aie 
efficiently pasteurized. The freezing test shows the Beer of satisfac¬ 
tory keeping qualities, with proper elimination of such proteins as 
are thrown out of solution by low temperatures. The draft Beer, 
not being pasteurized, could not be subjected to forcing or freezing 
test, and I consider samples of such Beer properly matured and of 
satisfactory.keeping qualities if kept under correct conditions. 

“The bottle liquors, with exception of the Porter and Stout 
were given a forcing and freezing test. This is done by keep¬ 
ing the Beer at temperature of 90 to J 00 degrees for one 
week, then freezing solid and thawing in chipped ice. In 
all the samples there was neither cloudiness or any sedi¬ 
ment, tests showing perfectly clear.” 

The original report is on file at Distributors Ltd., head office, Cal¬ 
gary, and is open to public inspection. Space only prevents us from 
publishing the report in detail.
